CABRERA ORDERS

President of Guatemala Takes De-
cisive Action in Dealing With
Band of Conspirators,

Elghteen of the Ringleaders Have
Been Shot to Death and More
Executions Will Probably Fol
low—Military in Control
of the City.

Cuatemaln City.—Presldent Cabrera
himself is authority for the statement
that elghteen of the ringleaders In
the conspirncy agalnst him alresdy
have been shot to death and that
probably more executions would for
low.

President Cabrera, agalnst whose
life an attempt was made by students
on Monday, received the representn-
tives of the variom powers on Thurs-
day and made a lengthy statement to
them that he had unenrthed an exten-
glve consplrncy against him that Jed
up to his altempted assassipation. He
declared that elghteen of the leadoers
hnd been killed by hls orders, and
that the death penalty would be
meted out to othors at the hands of
the military. Among thess are the
men lmprisoned o year sgo. Having
been impliented in a plot to asssassl
nite tho president, they were sen
tenced to denth, but sentence had not
been carrled out. President Cabrern
sald that he had proofs that o mu-
Jority of these prisoners were lmpli-
eated In the new attempt against his
life and that they would be executed
without dolay,

Although there 18 a surface tran-
quility here, conditions really are se.
rious. The military is In control of
the ecity and a partlal suspenslon of
business has resulted, The revolu-
tionary feeling I8 strong In  many
quarters and there are those who will
not hesitate to go to any length o
face any danger In thelr efforts to
make away with the president.

tornpdo this vour, has agaln borne the
brunt of the winds and rains, Estl
mates of the number o! those who
lost their lives in that state during
the recent two days of terrific wind-
storms place the death list near 200,
with several bundred injured,
In Texas, Loulsiana, Alabama and
Georgin the denth lHsts are also Inrge,
with serious loss of life in Arkansas
and Tennesses,

In half a dozen eommunities mar-

tinl luw hna been declared, so terrible
wig the destruction and so  helpless
wora the stricken people left by the
disaster, Serlous disorders have oo
curred In some places, Including
Amite, La. Lootlng and other erimen
have been reported, but these (n-
Btnnees have beon on the wholé rare.
Several places have (ssued appeals
for ald and in Misgissippi Governor
Noel has been asked to provide tents
for the homeless,
The tornadoes lasted in all a period
of nearly two days, It was Thurs-
diay night that damage by tornadoes
traveilng enstward was first reported
from polnts In Texas, This was fol-
lowed durlng the next twenty-four
hours by similar reports from Arkan-
Bas, Loulsinnn, Misslssippl and Ten-
nesste,  Friday night Alabama came
within the fight of the storm and
Baturdny reports of gerlous damage
by the winds In Georgia were record-
ed. An incomplets st of the dead
and Injured in the storm, made up
rom telegraph reports from varlous
polnts through the south, places the
number of killed at 308 and Injured
at 1091,

Utter migery ol every sort woas
fcund at Purvis, Miss, by rellef par-
ties, Desplte the fact that of the
2,600 Inhubitants which this )little
town boasted there were only 900 lert,
still there were not sufficlent acoom-
modations In the wrecked villnge for
oven the woundaod.

The manner in which the tornado
acted at  this  village puzzled those
who wilnessed i,  Instend of enter
ing the town at one side and passing
out at the dther, the storm whirled
andd seesawed about. Once or twice,
Judging from the lay of the debris, the
wind veered so much as  nearly to
deuble on s trall, The result was
turrible for the inhabitants, many of
vhom were caught and eltteer injured
or killed, after they had apparently
escaped. -~

The usuul freaks were played by
the wind, Twenty-seven  prisoners
were in the little town jall. The roof
was llted off, but so terror-stricken
were they that not one gained his
freedom. None of the prisoners was
seriously Injured, The wreckage
which remalned on the site of a lum-
ber mill near town conslsted Inrgely
of splinters, from the Mize of tootle
picks up to small stieks,

EPLOVERS' LABLITY BIL
SGNED B THE PRESIDENT

First Recelved Assurance From Attor
ney General That Measure Was
Not Repugnant to Constitution.

Washington.—Prosident  Roosavelt
on Wednesday signed the i‘llllﬂﬂ}'l‘l’"
liability bill uron receiving an opln-
fon from Attorney Genernl Bonaparte
that the measure was constitutional.

The bill makes rallroads or other
common carrlers, while engaged In in
terstate commerce, llable for the in:
juty or death of an employe if the
injury or death results in whole or in
part from the megligence of any of the
officers, ngents or employea of sucn
carriers or by reason of any defect
of InsuMclency In equipment. This
provision I made applicable to ecar
riers In the territories, the District of
Columbia, the Panama canal zone and
other possessions of the United
states,

It is provided that In any actlon
brought under the provizslons of the
bill the Injured employe ghall not be
held 1o have assumed the risk of his
employment In any case where the
violation by the carrler of any statute
anneted for the safety of employes
contributed to the injury or death of
the employs, Any contract, rule, reg-
nlation or device to enable the earrler
to exempt {fgelf from liablilty under
*he act Is rendered vold by a specific
fdeclaration to that end. Provision is
mude, however, that the carrier shall
receive eredit for any contribution
mide to the employve or his family in
ite form of insarance, relief, benefit
or Indemnity, An action for the re
wvery of damages must  be  com-
menced within two vemrs trdm the
diate of the eanse of the sult,

Indicates that the bill is confined in
It gcope to “common carriers by rail-
rond,” as distinguished from the act
declared unconstitutional by the su-
preme eourt, which emhbraced “all
“ommon carriers engaged In Interstate
rommaerce and forelgn ecommerce.”
The attorney general then shows
tirrough court decisions and constitn-
tional interpretations that this restric-
tion does rot make the act repngnant
e the constitution, but is in line with
state statutes which have heéen upheld
i the highest tribunals.
